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FORTY-SEVEN  SUMMER  COURSES  WILL  BE 
OFFERED  DURING  EVENING  HOURS 


Avila  is  expanding  its  summer  ses- 
sion to  evenings  this  year.  Forty-seven 
courses  are  scheduled  for  evenings, 
most  of  them  in  the  business  and 
education  departments.  A total  of  462 
credit  hours  is  being  offered  with  the 
number  of  courses  nearly  double  that 
of  last  year.  A record  enrollment  is 
expected. 

The  summer  program  enables  stu- 
dents to  complete  their  college  educa- 
tion in  less  than  the  traditional  four 
years  or,  if  working,  to  complete  their 


Increase  in  Fall  Enrollment 

Admissions  for  the  fall  term  are  up 
over  this  time  last  year  according  to 
Derryl  Rome,  admissions  director. 
Freshman  enrollment  is  up  12%  while 
transfer  student  enrollment  is  up  66%. 

Increases  in  enrollment  of  freshmen 
over  last  year  have  been  recorded  in 
the  business,  medical  technology  and 
nursing  departments.  Transfer  stu- 
dent enrollments  are  up  over  last  year 
in  the  follwing  departments:  adminis- 
tration of  justice,  business,  educa- 
tion, nursing  and  social  work.

Expanded  course  offerings  are  be- 
ing made  by  all  departments.  The  reli- 
gious studies  department  is  assisting 
churches  and  other  groups  by  offering 
a special  tuition  discount  for  group 
enrollment  in  the  department’s  sum- 
mer program.  In  addition  to  the 
department’s  academic  program,  a 
number  of  social  activities  are  planned 
for  participants. 

Workshops  continue  to  be  a popular 
offering.  The  number  of  workshops 
has  also  increased  this  summer.  Many 
of  the  workshops  are  scheduled  for 
completion  before  the  beginning  of 
the  regular  sessions,  allowing  stu- 
dents to  take  part  in  both.  Workshops 
provide  the  opportunity  to  receive 
credit  for  concentrated  course  work 
completed  in  all-day  sessions. 

Registration  begins  May  31  for  clas- 
ses beginning  on  June  3 and  on  June  6 
and  7 for  classes  beginning  on  JunelO 
or  after.

More  Alumni  Support  Needed 

A report  on  the  alumni  support  pro- 
gram shows  that  contributions  are 
coming  in,  but  that  the  alumni  are  a 
long  way  from  reaching  the  goal  set 
forth  in  a challenge  issued  by  an 
alumna.  That  alumna,  who  wishes  to 
remain  anonymous,  has  promised  a 
gift  of  $1 ,500  to  the  college  if  the  num- 
ber of  alumni  donors  increases  to  350 
this  year.  If  the  number  of  donors 
reaches  375,  her  gift  will  be  increased 
to  $2,000,  and  if  it  reaches  400,  her  gift 
to  Avila  will  be  $3,000.  If  the  number 
of  donors  reaches  400  it  means  that 
each  individual  gift  is  increased  by 
$7.50  by  way  of  the  challenge.

Mr.  Waris’  appointment  marks  the  be- 
ginning of  an  intercollegiate  athletics 
program  at  the  college. 

Mr.  Waris,  principal  of  St.  Thomas 
More  School,  has  coached  basketball 
teams  at  St.  John’s  Seminary,  Savior 
of  the  World  Seminary  and  Belton 
High  School  over  the  past  six  years. 
He  is  a graduate  of  Creighton  Univer- 
sity and  Central  Missouri  State  Univer- 
sity where  he  received  his  master’s  de- 
gree in  education. 

Reasons  for  Program 

According  to  Lynn  Cupkie,  dean  of 
students,  the  intercollegiate  athletics 
program  will  provide  a campus  activity 
for  students  which  is  both  educational 
for  the  players  and  entertaining  for  the 
students.  The  program  will  also  help 
to  increase  the  number  of  male  stu- 
dents at  Avila  and  bring  to  the  com- 
munity’s attention  the  fact  that  Avila  is 
a coeducational  college. 

The  Avila  team  will  play  twenty- 
seven  games,  twelve  of  them  at  home, 
beginning  Nov.  9 and  ending  Feb.  26. 
Road  games  will  take  the  team  to 
Omaha,  Des  Moines,  St.  Louis  and 
Springfield.  The  team  will  be  affiliated 
with  the  National  Association  of  Inter- 
collegiate Athletics.  Coach  Waris 
reports  that  the  team  is  off  to  a good 
start  with  recruiting  progressing  well. 
Practice  will  begin  Oct.  1 at  the  St. 
Thomas  More  Parish  Center  where  all 
home  games  will  be  played.
